1. The 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of claims 1-6 and 8-17 has been reversed in the Board 
Decision mailed May 26, 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8-17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to independent claims 1, 10 and 14, the prior art of record fails to teach the 
claimed film (claims 1 and 10) and package (claim 14). The 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of claims 1- 
6 and 8-17 has been reversed in the Board Decision mailed May 26, 2010. 

Examiner notes that the claims terms "oxygen impermeable" and "oxygen permeable" 
are defined by Applicant on page 9, lines 19-22 of Applicant's specification ("oxygen 
impermeable") and page 14, lines 10-12 ("oxygen permeable").
